Atomic Policy Is Sound 


Professor P. M. S. Blackett of the Uni- 
versity of Manchester delivers a blistering 
attack on the American atomic policy by 
declaring that the “cold war” with Russia 
was started when the United States drop- 
ped atomic bombs on Japan two days be- 
fore the Russia Far Eastern offensive was 


to begin, 


The inference is that if Russia had 
been permitted to walk into Japan none of 
the present difficulties with the Soviets 


would have arisen, 


It is difficult to follow Professor 


Blackett’s reasoning. 


If the Americans had not beaten the 
Russians to the punch in Japan, the latter 
country would now be a thoroughly com- 
munized state and all Asia would likely be 


under Soviet domination. 


In other words, instead of having a 
Europe partially communized, we would 
have had an Asia almost completely com- 
munized because Japan is the key to the 


Far East,

Because of the “extraordinary” 
demands being made upon it, the 
cost of the Nationa] Health Ser- 
vice in Scotland will probably 
amount to £8,000,000 in the first 
year instead of the £6,500,000 es- 
timated by the Government. 

Details of some of the remark- 
able requests that are being made 
by patients were given by Sir 
William M. Marshall, Motherwell, 
alt the first conference of the 
Scottish Association of Executive 


Councils under the National 
Health Service 
Mentioning that 77,000 pre- 


scriptions had been presented in 


Glasgow in August, Sir William 
6aid; “A casual survey shows that 
the number of articles now re- 
garded as necessary Is startling.” 


The prescriptions included one 


for a cocktail and another for 
sleeping tablets to be taken with 
10 oz whisky, Others were for 
artificial eyes, wigs, and elastic 
stockings ranging from 10s to £2 
10s a pair 

“I don't know why they bother- 
ed with the sleeping tablets,” Sir 
William remarked, “and I cannot 


agree that a chemist is the person 
who should supply a wig.”

In July, 567,000 prescriptions 
were issued in Scotland, 
thrice as many as in 


times previously, and the cost of 
each had increased by about 50

Editor, Bulletin—In his book 
“While Time Remains” Leland 
Stowe points out that there is 
little time remaining wherein we 
can form a world government 
before the atomic bomb will be 
ready to wipe us out. It is pro- 
bable that bombs are being pre- 
pared jn more than one nation. 
We read that there is no physical 
defence against them, It is in 
the mental realm that thé only 
defence is. Says the professor, 
“war is begun in the human 
mind and it is in the mind that 
the defences of peace must be 
built,” 

After a nation wide atomic 
bomb attack in the dead of night 
it could easily be that the nation 
so attacked without warning 
might not know what nation was 
her assailant, If there were any 
facilities left for reprisal it 
might only be guess work as to 
who was guilty, 

War may have resulted in “the 
survival of the fittest” among the 
animals, Buffalo bulls generally 
do not kill but just overpower 
future human 


one another, In 
mass conflicts, it will be the 
survival of the most unfit, the 


most treacherous, the most un- 
reliable, the crookedest, It is 
evident that we must destroy 
war before war destroys us. 

It is evident also that the 
power to destroy war resides not 
in the national leaders but in 
the individuals of the nations, 
Foreign Secretary Bevin of Bri- 
tain says, “there has never been 
a war yet which (if the facts 
had been put calmly before the 
ordinary folk) could not have 
been prevented, The common 
man I think is the great pro- 
tection against war.” 

So says Mr. Bevin we must 
create “a world assembly elected 
directly from the people of the 
world as a whole who, in fact 
make the world law which they, 
the people, will then accept and 
be morally bound and willing to 
carry out, For it will be from 
their votes that the power will 
have been derived, and it will 
be for their direct represntatives 
to carry it out,” 

It would seem that Mr. Bevin 
has got something there, When 
we have matters of a province 
wide nature to dea! with we do 
not have each municipal council 
elect and send a representative, 


When We have nation wide prob- 


lems to deal with we do not have 
each provincial Govt, send a 
representative or representatives, 
when we have world wide prob- 
lems to deal with we should not 
have representatives elected by 
the govt, of the nation but by 
the people of the nation, The 
municipal the provincial, the 
Dominion govt. derive their 
authority direct from the people.

And Curiosities 


One of these days I am going 
to get around to a_ series of 
columns that may be called 
“Uncle Jack's Half Hours in 
Old Chinatown” or something 
similar. 

Two, maybe three times a 
week I stroll the aromatic avenue 
that's a slice of foreign atmos- 
phere in our town, a lunch hour 
tourist on a window shopping 
magic carpet. 

Yesterday I had a chow mein 
date with Mor Cheolin, who re- 
cently provided some notes on 
Sinologue for this space, En 
route to our feast Mor Introduc- 
ed me to several of his trans- 
planted Chinese friends, includ- 
ing Peter Chew, “the firecracker 
king.” 

Peter's the local agent for the 
Kwong Man Lung Firecracker 
Co. of Kowloon City Road, Shang- 
hai, and naturally he’s a busy 
man these pre-Hallowe’en days. 

Nothing really new from China 
in the nolse-making line this 
year, Peter confided, but the 
T.W, Hand people of Toronto, 
who make non-explosive display 
stuff, have introduced an inno- 
vation that's bound to have a cer- 
tain sadistic appeal to the kids. 
Its a little cardboard school 
house that goes up with a satis- 
factory splash of spark and 
flame. 

All the fireworks from China 
have English names on them in 
addition to the original Chinese 
and, obviously on the advice of 
their North American agents, the 
word “atomic” is getting a heavy 
play.

Mor 
explained that the = so-called 
Chinese food most of us know 
is really just a compromise be- 
tween the authentic Oriental 
dishes and the unimaginative ap- 
petites of we beef-eaters, 


He used the Chinese phrase 
“lofun in describing” white 
Canadians. Strictly translated 


this means “foreign person,” but 
in the sly Chinese language it 
also means “barbarian.” 

We proceeded at a slow waddle 
past the meat shops where the 
broiled duck hang in the win- 
dows, head and all, then went in 
to visit Ned Lee, “Chinese Her- 
balist Extraordinary.”

He poured me a big cup full 
of a dark brown liquid made 
from roots and leaves and with 
a sharp, clean taste. I gulped 
the whole thing down which 
caused Mr. Lee to turn to Mr, 
Cheolin and engage in a long 
urgent Chinese conversation, 
Mr, Ceolin turned to me with Ill- 
disguised delight.
